Pest M anagem ent M issing 
Link In Dollar Return

‘Dietary fiber” is a phrase you hear 
a lot these days. Why? Studies show 
there are strong indications that low 
fiber in the diet increases the hazard - 
or incidence - of colon cancer, diver­ 
ticulitis. tumors, and high cholesterol 
levels. What is “ fiber” and why are 
our diets low in it? 


Processed foods have been a 
blessing for us in many ways, but 
processing removes the natural bulk, 
roughage, or “ fiber” from foods. This 
is the indigestible part, mainly car­ 
bohydrate in the form of cellulose, 
pectins and gums This undigested 
part of foods, fruits and vegetables 
especially, is extremely important to 
the healthy activity in the intestinal 
tract. From V* to Mi of raw fruits and 
vegetables is indigestible fiber 


What does processing do? For in­ 
stance, there is almost twice as much 
fiber in a whole apple as there is in 
applesauce. There is practically no 
fiber in fruit juice. Incidently, 1-3 of all 
processed fruit is in the form of juice. 
Whole wheat bread has eight times 
as much fiber as white bread. Brown 
rice has three times more fiber than 
processed white rice. 
How much processed food are we 
eating in this country? In 1940, the 
average consumption per person was 
250 pounds of fresh fruit and 
vegetables per year; in 1970 it was 
down to 180 pounds, a 26 per cent 
decrease in 30 years. In 1940 a person 
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ate about 65 pounds of processed food a 
year; but in 1970 this was up to 110 
pounds, a 70 per cent increase. Whole 
wheat flour and cereal use decreased 
37 per cent in those years, from 175 
pounds down to 100 pounds in 1970. It is 
estimated there has been a total of 80 
per cent decrease intake of fiber in this 
country this century. No wonder we 
have so many millions spent on- 
digestive medicines each year! 
The following are tips from Ohio 
State University nutrition specialists 
on increasing fiber content in the diet. 
I might also add that these practices 
will also bring healthy vitamins and 
minerals into the diet as well. 
—Use whole grain or unrefined 
cereal products whenever possible. If 
you eat four slices of bread a day, 
changing from white bread to whole 
wheat bread increases your crude 
fiber intake by 1.4 grams. 
—If you like to try new recipes, you 
might want to explore some of the 
whole grain recipes for breads, 
cookies, and other products. 
—Include different kinds of fruits 
and vegetables in your meals. These 
do not have to be fresh foods - many of 
the canned and frozen fruits and 
vegetables contain as much fiber as do 
the fresh varieties. 
- When eating fresh fruits and 
vegetables eat the peel - don’t discard 
it. Much of the fiber is found in the 
skin. 
—Dried beans, dried fruit, and nuts 
are good sources of fiber. Including 
these foods in the diet helps to increase 
fiber intake.

The year 1975 was a banner one for 
the Ohio 4-H program, with more than 
212.000 4-H members participating. 
This record 4-H membership sur­ 
passed all previous records in Ohio’s 73 
year 4-H history. Many factors con­ 
tributed to this tremendous success. 
One of the special reasons for this 
success has been the special emphasis 
made by Extension faculty, 4-H 
1 Togram Assistants, and 4-H advisors 
throughout the state, to reach the 
unreached 
Included in Ohio’s 212,000 4-H 
members, were more than 51,000 from 
cities of more than 50,000 population. 
109.000 4-H members came from 
villages, towns and cities under 50,000 
population. The remaining 52,000 4-H 
members lived on farms throughout 
Ohio. 
The rapid increase in the 4-H 
enrollment in urban, suburban and 
inner-city areas has been possible to a 
great extent because of additional 4-H 
project opportunities available to 
Ohio’s young people. In 1975, more 
than 180 different 4-H project op­ 
portunities were offered. Included in 
this offering were projects in urban 
horticulture; small animal projects 
such as guinea pigs, hamsters, rabbits, 
pigeons, and dogs; along with several 
new projects in gardening and the 
clothing areas. Bicycles, saddle horses 
and many new offerings in the food and 
conservation areas have also con­ 
tributed to this increased interest by 
youth previously not reached. 
Additionally, through the Ohio 4-H 
program, several thousand youth 
enrolled in one or more of 80 new and 
different 4-H experimental projects. 
These projects, approved by county 
Extension agents, were designed to try 
new approaches and new areas 
currently untried or tested through 4- 
II. This approach provides the setting 
to determine what project offerings 
best meet Ohio’s expanding 4-H 
membership. The feedback through 
this approach has been overwhelming. 
The addition of 4-H Program 
Assistants two years ago has also been 
of tremendous help in reaching new 
audiences throughout the state. These 
4-H Program Assistants, working 
closely with county Extension agents 


generally on a 20-hour week, have 
opened many doors for Ohio’s young 
people. Many new volunteers have 
been recruited by 4-H Program 
Assistants, and a large number of new 
4-H clubs have been organized. The 
employment of these 4-H Program 
Assistants was made possible through 
the support of county and federal 
funds. 
As the 4-H program continues to 
improve and expand in the future, the 
key factor to the continued growth of 
the program will be the continued 
interest and dedication by more than 
20,000 volunteer 4-H advisors. These 
volunteer leaders, giving leadership in 
1975 to more than 9,300 different 4-H 
clubs, have made it possible for 4-H to 
reach so many young people. 
Through the continued interest in 
young people by business leaders, 
elected 
officials, 
parents, 
and 
volunteers, the Ohio 4-H program will 
continue to strive to “ Make the Best 
Better,” the motto of 4-H for many 
years. 
Park Cash 
Being Sought 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The U.S. 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation will be 
asked by state Natural Resources 
Director Robert W. Teater to provide 
more than 4.6 million in matching 
funds for 75 local park and recreation 
projects in Ohio. 
The federal money is available 
through the I,and and Water Con­ 
servation Act of 1965. Under the act the 
federal government provides up to half 
the funds for public outdoor recreation 
projects and the sponsoring cities, 
counties and park districts provide the 
balance. 
He said the projects have all been 
approved by the Ohio Recreation and 
Resources Commission. 
The $4.6 million to local gov­ 
ernments represents 67 per cent of the 
$6.6 million in federal funds the state 
will receive for outdoor recreation 
projects during the current fiscal year, 
Teater said. 
“ This is the largest share of the Ohio 
allocation ever granted by the 
Department of Natural Resources to 
local projects,” he said.

As one licking County producer, 
John Reese of Alexandria, put it, pest 
management has been the missing link 
in the Ohio Cooperative Extension 
Service’s program for economic crop 
production. He feels the program 
should be developed for all producers 
in the state. 
Reese was among some 31 farmer 
eooperators in the pilot program that 
was set up in licking County in 1973. 
The program operated by the Ohio 
Cooperative Extension Service with 
support funds from the federal 
government. Dr. B. D. Blair, Exten­ 
sion entomologist, and Dr. Edward W. 
Stroube, Extension agronomist, both 
of The Ohio State University, took the 
lead. Along with County Extension 
Agent Merle E. Scheetz, the pilot 
program was set up in Iicking County.

Results

Farmers looking for better soybean 
varieties to plant in 1976 may find 
some answers in the new publication, 
“ Ohio Soybean Performance Trials — 
1975.” The publication, Agronomy 
Department Series 212, lists the results 
of trials sponsored by the Ohio 
Cooperative Extension Service and the 
Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center. 
The purpose of the trials is to 
evaluate soybean varieties, brands 
and blends for yield, plant charac­ 
teristics and Phytophthora root rot 
tolerance, says Gordon J. Ryder, 
Extension agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. The evaluation, he 
explains, gives the soybean producer 
comparative information for selecting 
soybean seed. 
The publication, available at county 
Cooperative Extension Service offices, 
contains 1975 data for maturity, 
lodging, plant height and seed size. 
Yields are shown for the past 3 years. 
Ryder notes that entries in the Ohio 
Performance Trials are accepted if the 
seed will be available to Ohio farmers 
for the planting season following the 
trials. All 1975 entries were submitted 
voluntarily by 14 seed companies and 
the 
Ohio 
Seed 
Improvement 
Association. 
Yields varied widely among the 66 
entries in the 1975 trials. The top yield 
was 68.4 bushels per acre, while the 
low yield was 43.6. Because of more 
favorable weather conditions, yields 
were considerably better than the 22.9 
to 37.2 bushels per acre in 1974. 
Cooperating with Ryder in making 
the report were James E. Beuerlein, 
area Extension agent, Mt. Gilead, and 
A. F. Schmitthenner, professor at 
OARDC.

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scouts, financed partly by federal 
funds and partly by the farmers 
themselves, provided this information 
for producers in the pilot program so 
they could apply selected chemicals, 
where needed, on specific pests and at 
the proper time, the specialist says. 
The program takes into account not 
only the insect and weed monitoring 
segments but also environmental 
aspects. Pest management often 
reduces and sometimes eliminates use 
of chemical sprays, Blair says. 
In 1975, cooperating farmers were 
paying $1.50 per acre for the 
monitoring work. Continuing the 
program will depend on how many 
producers are willing to support it on 
their own this year. Blair is optimistic, 
pointing out that 2 counties have 
already signed sufficient farmers to 
operate on their own in 1976. Without 
the federal support program, per acre 
cost to the producer will depend on how 
many cooperators sign up with a 
county and the number of acres in­ 
volved. licking County has already 
organized for 1976 operations and is 
going with $4 per acre. Ashland County 
farmers 
are 
in 
the 
process 
of 
organizing, Blair says, and a com­ 
mittee in Medina County met once and 
reacted favorably. 
John Brooks, also of Alexandria and 
licking County cooperator, agrees 
with Reese that the program is worth 
more than the $1.50 per acre they paid 
under the federal support pilot 
program. Reese, saying it is the best 
tool that has come along in many years 
for getting technical information out to 
the farmer, had 225 acres in the 
program. 
Brooks had 130 acres of no-tiU com 
and 60 acres of alfalfa. Through the use 
of trained scouts keeping an eye on his 
fields and resulting recommendations 
from Blair, Brooks spot-treated his 
alfalfa for leafhoppers and nearly 
doubled his yields. 
Scouts, who are students mainly 
from the Agricultural Technical 
Institute (ATI) at Wooster, are 
specifically trained to diagnose 
problems. They are trained to identify 
crop pests and scout fields for weed 
problems. They determine the dif­ 
ference between insect, disease, bird 
and rodent damage. Scouting reports 
are reviewed by county agents, who 
along with Dr. Blair and Dr. Stroube, 
give control recommendations. 
It is estimated that one scout can 
cover a maximum of 4,000 acres per 
week, checking each field once a week, 
in typical Com Belt fields. Fields

“Dietary fiber” is a phrase you hear 
a lot these days. Why? Studies show 
there are strong indications that low 
fiber in the diet increases the hazard * 
or incidence - of colon cancer, diver­ 
ticulitis, tumors, and high cholesterol 
levels. What is “fiber” and why are 
our diets low in it? 


Processed foods have been a 
blessing for us in many ways, but 
processing removes the natural bulk. 
roughage, or “fiber” from foods. This 
is the indigestible part, mainly car­ 
bohydrate in the form of cellulose, 
pectins and gums This undigested 
part of foods, fruits and vegetables 
especially, is extremely important to 
the healthy activity in the intestinal 
tract. From v« to W of raw fruits and 
vegetables is indigestible fiber 


What does processing do? For in­ 
stance, there is almost twice as much 
fiber in a whole apple as there is in 
Hppiesauce There is practically no 
fiber in fruit Juice. Incidently, 1-3 of all 
processed fruit is in the form of juice. 
Whole wheat bread has eight times 
as much fiber as white bread Brown 
rice has three times more fiber than 
processed white rice. 
How much processed food are we 
(-ating in this country? In IMO. the 
average consumption per person was 
250 pounds of fresh fruit and 
vegetables per year; in 1970 it was 
down to 180 pounds, a 28 per cent 
decrease in » years In IMO a person 


ate about 65 pounds of processed food a 
year; but in 1970 this was up to 110 
pounds, a 70 per cent increase. Whole 
wheat flour and cereal use decreased 
37 per cent in those years, from 175 
pounds down to IOO pounds in 1970. It Is 
estimated there has been a total of 80 
per cent decrease intake of fiber in this 
country this century. No wonder we 
have so many millions spent on- 
digestive medicines each year! 
The following are tips from Ohio 
State University nutrition specialists 
on increasing fiber content in the diet. 
I might also add that these practices 
will also bring healthy vitamins and 
minerals into the diet as well. 
—Use whole grain or unrefined 
cereal products whenever possible. If 
you eat four slices of bread a day, 
changing from white bread to whole 
wheat bread increases your crude 
fiber intake by 1.4 grams 
—If you like to try new recipes, you 
might want to explore some of the 
whole grain recipes for breads, 
cookies, and other products 
—Include different kinds of fruits 
and vegetables in your meals These 
do mg have to be fresh foods - many of 
the canned and frozen fruits and 
vegetables contain as much fiber as do 
the fresh varieties 
—When eating fresh fruits and 
vegetables eat the peel - don’t discard 
it. Much of the fiber is found in the 
skin 
—Dried beans, dried fruit, and nuts 
are good sources of fiber. Including 
these foods in the diet helps to increase 
fiber intake

Farmers looking for better soybean 
varieties to plant in 1976 may find 
some answers in the new publication.

(^operative Extension Service and the 
Ohio Agricultural Research and 
I)evelopment Center 
The purpose of the trials la to 
evaluate soybean varieties, brands 
and blends for yield, plant charac­ 
teristics and Phytophthora root rot 
tolerance, says Gordon J. Ryder, 
Extension agronomist at The Ohio 
State University The evaluation, he 
explains, gives the .soybean producer 
('ocnparative information for selecting 
soybean seed 
The publication, available at county 
Cooperative Extension Service offices, 
contains 1975 data for maturity. 
lodging, plan! height and seed size 
Yields are shown for the past 3 years. 
Ryder notes that entries in the Ohio 
Performance Trials are accepted if the 
seed will be available to Ohio farmers 
for the planting season following the 
trials. All 1975 entries were submitted 
voluntarily by 14 seed companies and 
the

Association 
Yields vaned widely among the 66 
entries in thr 1975 trials The top yield 
was 68 4 bushels per acre, while the 
low yield was 43.6. Because of more 
favorable weather conditions, yields 
were considerably better than the 22.9 
to 37.2 bushels per acre in 1974. 
Cooperating with Ryder in making 
the report were James E. Beuerlein. 
area Extension agent. Mt. Gilead, and 
A. F. Schmitthenner, professor at 
OARDC. 


scouts, financed partly by federal 
funds and partly by the farmers 
themselves, provided this information 
for producers in the pilot program so 
they could apply selected chemicals, 
where needed, on specific pests and at 
the proper time, the specialist says. 
The program takes into account not 
only the insect and weed monitoring 
segments but also environmental 
aspects. Pest management often 
reduces and sometimes eliminates use 
of chemical sprays, Blair says. 
In 1975, cooperating farmers were 
paying $1.50 per acre for the 
monitoring work. Continuing the 
program will depend on how many 
producers are willing to support it on 
their own this year. Blair is optimistic, 
pointing out that 2 counties have 
already signed sufficient farmers to 
operate on their own in 1976. Without 
the federal support program, per acre 
cost to the producer will depend on how 
many cooperators sign up with a 
county and the number of acres in­ 
volved. licking County has already 
organized for 1976 operations and is 
going with $4 per acre. Ashland County 
farmers are 
in the 
process 
of 
organizing, Blair says, and a com­ 
mittee in Medina County met mice and 
reacted favorably. 
John Brooks, also of Alexandria and 
licking County cooperator, agrees 
with Reese that the program is worth 
more than the ti -50 per acre they paid 
under the federal support pilot 
program Reese, saying it is the best 
tool that has come along in many years 
for getting technical information out to 
the farmer, had 225 acres in the 
program 
Brooks had 130 acres of no-till com 
and 60 acres of alfalfa. Through the use 
of trained scouts keeping an eye on his 
fields and resulting recommendations 
from Blair, Brooks spot-treated his 
alfalfa for leafhoppers and nearly 
doubled his yields. 
Scouts, who are students mainly 
from the Agricultural Technical 
Institute (ATI) at Wooster, are 
specifically trained to diagnose 
problems. They are trained to identify 
crop pests and scout fields for weed 
problems They determine the dif­ 
ference between insect, disease, bird 
and rodent damage. Scouting reports 
are reviewed by county agents, who 
along with Dr. Blair and Dr Stroube, 
give control recommendations. 
It is estimated that one scout can 
cover a maximum of 4,000 acres per 
week, checking each field once a week.

Like Brooks’ alfalfa field where 
yields jumped to 5 or 6 tons per acre 
following scout checks on leafhopper 
damage — most leafhopper damage 
occurs on second and third cuttings, 
Blair points (nit. Many people wrongly 
blame poor stands on weather and 
disease. leafhopper damage is hard to 
spot due to the insect's feeding 
characteristics. It doesn’t chew the 
foliage but sucks food nutrients from 
the plants, making damage hard to 
detect in early stages. 
Farmers in the program also in­ 
crease their returns even where 
pesticide usage ts increased, because 
pesticides are recommended only 
when there is an indication of an 
economical return advantage, Blair 
says 
The pest management program also

“It’s a good program,” says 
Blair, “and we are not too far away 
from helping all Ohio crop producers 
turn wasted dollars into profits.”

You can bring an early spring into 
the house and brighten up dull spots 
with some colorful flowering twigs 
from spring flowering shrubs or trees. 
Remember, however, these twigs 
have been at freezing temperatures or 
below, so soak cut stems in cool water 
for several hours. Totally immerse 
twigs in water. After soaking, place 
twigs in a decorative container and 
add warm water (180 degrees F ) about 
2 to 3 inches up on stem — no higher. In 
about one-half hour, add additional 
water to desired level. Keep the 
container in a cool (55 to 66 degree F ), 
shaded, draft-free place until buds 
start to show color. Then, move con­ 
tainer to a more lighted area, and keep 
it filled with water. 
Forced leaves and flowers are more 
delicate than those which open out­ 
doors, so keep them cool. 
Some plants will force in 1 to 2 
weeks, others take longer. 
Animals Gnaw Plants 
With winter in full force and snow 
and ice hiding animal food, many 
rodents turn to bark on trees and 


shrubs, particularly young fruit trees. 
Check for signs of animals gnawing 
near the base or for squirrel and deer 
nibbling at the tips. 
Hardware cloth placed around the 
base of plants helps protect them 
against small animals gnawing bark at 
the base of the tree. For deer nibbling 
at tips of branches, it is suggested you 
try hanging a creosote oil soaked doll 
in fruit orchards at deer browsing 
height. This has given some control of 
nibbling. 
House Plant Problems 
Over-watering is the major house 
plant problem. You can always add 
water to a dry plant, but you can’t 
remove water from one that has wet 
soil. Try waiting until the soil is dry to 
the touch, the pot is light when lifted, 
and the plant just starts to show signs 
of wilt. Then it needs water but not 
before. 
Drooping leaves can be caused by 
sudden changes in temperature and 
lack of light. Try to keep your house 
plants out of drafts and where they 
receive the most natural daylight. 
Plants do better in homes kept on the 
cool side. Temperatures above 70 
degrees are not best for most house 
plants.

USDA Voice In Farm Safety 


The National Advisory Committee 
on Safety in Agriculture met recently 
in Washington, D. C., to formulate 
agricultural positions in the early 
development stages of safety stan­ 
dards that effect agriculture workers. 
The Committee urged that USDA 
become an advocate for such positions 
and standards. 
Washington’s ASCS representative 
John A. McTamaghan said: “ They 
stressed that before these standards 
are issued by the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration (OSHA), 
that the need for a standard should be 
clearly documented by adequate 
research as a first step.” Evidence 
should indicate that the standard will 
significantly reduce work hazards; the 
benefits of a new safety standard 
should exceed the cost of developing 
and applying the standard; and the 
standard should be backed up by an 
adequate educational effort and 
provide incentive to both workers and 
employers to accept and apply it, 
McTamaghan added.

You can bring an early spring into 
the house and brighten up dull spots 
with some colorful flowering twigs 
from spring flowering shrubs or trees. 
Remember, however, these twigs 
have been at freezing temperatures or 
below, so soak cut stems in cool water 
for several hours. Totally immerse 
twigs in water. After soaking, place 
twigs in a decorative container and 
add warm water (180 degrees F ) about 
2 to 3 inches up on stem — no higher In 
about one*half hour, add additional 
water to desired level. Keep the 
container in a cool (55 to 65 degree F ), 
shaded, draft-free place until buds 
start to show color. Then, move con­ 
tainer to a more lighted area, and keep 
it filled with water. 
Forced leaves and flowers are more 
delicate than those which open out­ 
doors, so keep them cool. 
Some plants w ill force in I to 2 
weeks, others take longer. 
Animals Gnaw Plants 
With winter in full force and snow 
and ice hiding animal food, many 
rodents turn to bark on trees and 


shrubs, particularly young fruit trees. 
Check for signs of animals gnawing 
near the base or for squirrel and deer 
nibbling at the tips. 
Hardware cloth placed around the 
base of plants helps protect them 
against small animals gnawing bark at 
the base of the tree. For deer nibbling 
at tips of branches, it is suggested you 
try hanging a creosote oil soaked doll 
in fruit orchards at deer browsing 
height. This has given some control of 
nibbling. 
House Plant Problems 
Over-watering is the major house 
plant problem. You can always add 
water to a dry plant, but you can't 
remove water from one that has wet 
soil. Try waiting until the soil is dry to 
the touch, the pot is light when lifted, 
and Ute plant just starts to show signs 
of wilt. Then it needs water but not 
before. 
Drooping leaves can be caused by 
sudden changes in temperature and 
lack of light. Try to keep your house 
plants out of drafts and where they 
receive the most natural daylight. 
Plants do better in homes kept on the 
cool side. Temperatures above 70 
degrees are not best for most house 
plants.

Ohio Bel l Chief Sees M oney Need 


CIJEVELAND (AP) - The president 
of Ohio Bell Telephone Co., Charles E. 
Hugel, says the possibility of a cutback 
in services and layoffs of employes 
looms in 1976 for the state’s largest 
utility unless it can come up with more 
operating capital. 
Calling the company’s 1975 earnings 
“ terrible,” Hugel told a news con­ 
ference here Thursday, “ If we cannot 
raise money for our capital con­ 
struction program we will not be able 
to provide good service. Our cus­ 
tomers should be aware of this " 
He mentioned possible layoffs, but 
declined to discuss such a situation, 
adding such discussions would not be 
fair to employes who might be affect­ 
ed. He noted Ohio Bell currently is 
reducing its work force by attrition. 
Hugel said the company’s planned 
capital spending program of $300 
million this year cannot go on on 
schedule unless the company gets 
funds from 
the investment com­ 
munity, but added the lack of adequate 
earnings is a severe handicap to at­ 
tracting such investment money. 
The company had net income of $62.2 


million on revenues of $870 million in 
1975, compared with income of $80 8 
million on revenues of nearly $830.4 
million the previous year. 
“ While $62 million may sound like a 
lot of money, it’s shocking to know that 
it’s less than we earned in 1966, when 
we had $1 billion invested in equipment 
to serve customers. That compares 
with $2.5 billion today,” he explained. 
“ As a matter of fact, investors can 
earn more through deposits in a 
savings account than with 
the 
telephone company,” he noted sadly. 
Hugel said the company’s ap­ 
plication for a $216 million rate in­ 
crease, which has just reached the 
hearing stage, has been pending before 
the utilities commission for nearly 15 
months. 
“Our present rates are based on our 
costs of doing business in 1971,” he 
explained. “Since that time, the cost of 
living has gone up 34 per cent, but that 
is not shown in our current rates. The 
cost of doing business reflected in our 
pending rate application is even more 
than two years old now.”

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Even as the 
waves from an international bribery 
scandal involving Lockheed Aircraft 
spread across the globe, the govern­ 
ment has disclosed it is investigating 
whether the Boeing Co. engaged in 
similar activities. 
The Securities and 
Exchange 
Commission said Thursday it has 
received information that Boeing 
“ may have made illegal payments to 
certain foreign government officials in 
connection with Boeing’s foreign 
operations.” 
A spokesman for Boeing said in 
Seattle that the company denies any 
wrongdoing either in this country or 
abroad. 
Lockheed’s board of directors 
scheduled a meeting today in Los 
Angeles for discussion of disclosures of 
international payoffs by the firm. 
There were reports that two top 
company executives would resign. 
Meanwhile, a business research 
group said Thursday that about 75 per 
cent of American companies it sur­ 
veyed reported pressures to make 
payoffs to foreign government offi­ 
cials, customers and others.

statistics 
growing rapidly , YMCAs in many 
urban areas are pioneering juv enile 
justice programs, often in cooperation 
with other agencies, that are reaching 
increasing numbers of troubled y oung 
people," the director said.

American Red Crass ex penditures 
totaled $237,266,8 07 in fiscal 1974-75, a 
period in which the organization dealt 
with a my riad of problems ranging 
from assistance to Southeast Asian 
refugees to help for disaster v ictims, 
the aged, handicapped and unem­ 
ploy ed. 
In its just-released annual report, 
the Red Cross stated its total income 
as $248 ,695,417. Public support in 
contributions 
accounted 
for 
$140,78 1,918 of this amount and the 
balance attributed to gov ernment 
grants, hospital reimbursements, and 
earned income from endowment and 
other funds. 
A breakdown of ex penditures shows 
the Red Cross Blood Program, the 
nation’s largest v oluntary donor 
program, cost $100,28 1,991. Because of 
hospital reimbursements, howev er, 
the program 
was largely 
self- 
supporting, the report states. In their 
joint message to the American people, 
Red Cross Chairman Frank Stanton 
and President George Elsey pointed 
out, "while there is no charge for the 
blood itself, the reimbursements cov er 
basic ex penditures for collecting, 
processing and distributing blood.” 
The report say s blood collected 
during the period jumped 12.1 per cent 
ov er the prev ious y ear to 4,291,519 
units. Donors giv ing blood through the 
Red Cross and recruited for other 
organizations increased 11.4 per cent 
to 4,262,356 persons. 
The report also showed that ev en in a 
relativ ely peaceful period, Red Cross 
serv ices to members of the armed 
forces, v eterans and their families 
amounted to $52,691,544.

“1976 is the 125th birthday of 
America’s YMCA, Hewitt said, and the 
Y will be celebrating with special 
programs throughout the year both in 
honor of its own anniversary and in 
honor of our nation's bicentennial.’’ 


“America has changed dramatically 
since the first YMCA was launched in 
Boston, Massachusetts in 1851, he 
pointed out. “Just two years before, 
gold had been discovered in California. 
Much of the vast territory west of the 
Mississippi had yet to be carved into 
states. The Civil War was still a decade 
away.” 
As the country and its needs have 
changed, so, too, have the programs of 
the YMCA. Today the Y, with well over 
nine million participants across the 
United States, is putting much of its 
resources into programs that tackle 
needs and opportunities not even 
considered in 1851, 


Hewitt cited several national Y 
programs that are breaking new 
ground for the Y. “With coronary- 
related diseases ranked as the nation’s 
number one killer,” he pointed out, 
“the Y has launched a nationwide 
cardiovascular program which, it 
believes, will substantially cut into the 
number of coronary deaths.”

“ With youth crime statistics 
growing rapidly, YMCAs in many 
urban areas are pioneering juvenile 
justice programs, often in cooperation 
with other agencies, that are reaching 
increasing numbers of troubled young 
people,” the director said. 
With the disintegration of family an 
all too frequent phenomenon of 
modem life, the YMCA is also in­ 
creasing its emphasis on family 
programming, whether it be through 
special programs designed to improve 
family communications or through 
family memberships at the Y. 
“Family memberships, in fact, are 
among the fastest growing catagories 
in the YMCA today,” he said. “Family 
memberships across the U.S. rose to 
1.2 million in 1974, a 127 per cent in­ 
crease in the past ten years. 
“Finally, Hewitt said, “with the 
weapons of total destruction still 
casting a shadow over the entire 
world, the YMCAs of America, 
working with YMCAs around the 
world, have made the building of in­ 
ternational understanding and world 
peace a major goal.” 
Hewitt urged everyone to visit the 
YMCA during its 125th birthday party 
to find out “what your YMCA can do 
for you and what you can do for your 
YMCA.

American Red Cross expenditures 
totaled 1237,266,807 in fiscal 1974-75, a 
period in which the organization dealt 
with a myriad of problems ranging 
from assistance to Southeast Asian 
refugees to help for disaster victims, 
the aged, handicapped and unem­ 
ployed 
In its just-released annual report, 
the Red Cross stated its total income 
as 1248,695.417. Public support in 
contributions 
accounted 
for 
$140,781,918 of this amount and the 
balance attributed to government 
grants, hospital reimbursements, and 
earned income from endowment and 
other funds. 
A breakdown of expenditures shows 
the Red Cross Blood Program, the 
nation's largest voluntary donor 
program, cost $100,281,991. Because of 
hospital reimbursements, however, 
the program was largely self­ 
supporting. the report states In their 
joint message to the American people. 
Red Cross Chairman Frank Stanton 
and President George Elsey pointed 
out. 'while there is no charge for the 
blood Itself, the reimbursements cover 
basic expenditures for collecting, 
processing and distributing blood ” 
The report says blood collected 
during the period jumped 12.1 per cent 
over the previous year to 4.291,519 
units.

INNSBRUCK (A F ) - Ivar Formo of 
Norway gave his country its third gold 
medal of the 12th Olympic Games, 
winning the 50-kilometer (31 miles» 
cross-country ski race today as a 
valiant effort by American Bil-Koch— 
the leader at the halfway mark—fell 
far short. 
Formo covered the grueling distance 
in two hours 37 minutes 30.50 seconds 
while GerdDietmar Klause of East 
Germany took the silver in 2:38:13.21 
and Benny Soedergren of Sweden won 
the bronze in 2:39:39.21. 
Meanwhile Koch, who had given the 
United States its first Nordic event 
medal ever with a second-place finish 
in the 30-kilometer cross-country race 
last week, raised hopes of another 
startling finish by moving up from 
fourth place at the 14.5-kilometer mark 
to first at the halfway point. 
Those hopes faded quickly as Koch, 
of Guilford, Vt., tired in the second half 
of the race.

INNSBRUCK (AP) - Ivar Formo of 
Norway gave his country its third gold 
medal of the 12th Olympic Games, 
winning the 50-kilometer (31 miles) 
cross-country ski race today as a 
valiant effort by American Bil-Koch— 
the leader at the halfway mark—fell 
far short. 
Formo covered the grueling distance 
in two hours 37 minutes 30.50 seconds 
while GerdDietmar Klause of East 
Germany took the silver in 2:38.13.21 
and Benny Soedergren of Sweden won 
the bronze in 2:39:39.21. 
Meanwhile Koch, who had given the 
United States its first Nordic event 
medal ever with a second-place finish 
in the 30-kilometer cross-country race 
last week, raised hopes of another 
startling finish by moving up from 
fourth place at the 14.5-kilometer mark 
to first at the halfway point. 
Those hopes faded quickly as Koch, 
of Guilford, Vt., tired in the second half 
of the race. After finishing far back in 
the field, Koch looked exhausted and 
glassy-«yed and had to be helped to his 
dressing room by two officials. 
“ I didn't think I was going to make 
it,” said Koch, who was reported by a 
team doctor as apparently suffering 
from cerebral hypoxia—a shortage of 
blood flowing to the brain. The doctor 
said the 20-year-old Koch would 
recover within an hour and no serious 
effects were expected.
